playnly on them,and ſentence ofdeath pzonoun- 
ted openly agaynſt them, yet he gaue them lyfe 
and libertie which would haue both from

And when Monſieur Thermes earneſtly told 
him that where the euill were not kept in with 
feare of Juſtice, the good ſhould neuer lyue in ſu⸗ 
retie and quietnes: his aunſwere was that he ſo 
abhozred the ſheddyng of bloud in others as he 
would neuer waſh his handes in any: let his ene⸗ 
mies do to him the woꝛſt they could . Iddyng, 

that he thought it his moſt honozto be vnlykeſt 
ſuch fot his gentlenes which were milliked of all 
me foꝛ their crueltie:wherbyhe hath wonne that 
he which of good nature can hurt none, is now 
of right loued of all and onely hated of him who 
no man in Italy foꝛ his cruelty doth loue . And 
this talke is ſo true that it was told in an o⸗ 
ther language but in the ſelfe ſame termes at an 
honozable table here in Bruxels by a *

of Millan an agent in the Court, a doer foꝛ Gon- 
zaga, who the ſame tyme was priſoner in Parma. 
And although Octauio by good nature was 
harmeles in not ſeekyng reuenge, yet he was not 
careles by good reaſon in ſeekyng hys remedy 
but made oft # great cõplaintes ot his grieues to 
the Emperour, which were not ſo hotely made, 
but they were as coldly heard, that at lẽgth Octa- 
uio findyng leaſt comfozt , where of right he loo⸗ 


2 ked fo2 moſt ayDe,x ſeyng that Diſpleaſures could 


not be ended in Gonzaga noꝛ could not be amen- 


ded by the Emperour:then he compelled agaynſt 
his nature turned his hate due to Gonzaga to re⸗ 
uenge this vndeſerued vnkyndnes in the Empe- 
tour, euen as Pauſanias dyd with Phillip kyng of 
Macedonie, who tonqueryng with pollicie and 
power all outward enempes, was ſlayne when 
and where, he thought him ſelfe moſt ſure of his 
deareſt frẽd, foꝛ vnkindnes, becauſe Phillip ought 
and would not reuẽge Pauſanias on him that had 
done him a foule diſpleaſure. 5, 
Octauio ſeyng what was done to his father 
euen when hys graundfather was Byſhop of 
Rome, thought , thatnow as his houſe decayed, 
his iopardy encreaſed . Ind therfoze agaynſt a 
e euill began to ſeeke foꝛ a deſperate re⸗ 
-Medie, which was fet from Rome a ſhop alwapes 
open to anymiſchiefas you ſhall perceiue in theſe 
few leauesif you marke them well. 2 
Octauio cHplained to Iulio tercio of the wꝛõges 
of Gonzaga @of the vnkindnes of the Emperour, 


deliryng that by his wiſedome and authoutte, he 
a; would 


Emperour was to bigge in Italy hauyng on þ one 


ſoeuer he would (et v 
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would now ſuccoꝛ him oz els not onely he ſhould 
leeſe his life but allo the Church ol Rome ſhould 
loſe her right in Parma, as ſhe had done betoze in 
Placentia. The Byſhop gaue good eare to this 


talke, foʒ he ſpied that hereby ſhould be offred vn⸗ 


to him , afit occaſion toſet the Emperour and 
Fraunce together by the eares . He thought the 


ſide of Rome Naples vnder his obedience, on the 
other ſide Siena, Florence and Genoa at his coms 
maundement, beſides Placentia, Millan, Montefer- 
rato, and a great part of Piemount. 

The Emperour beyng thus ſtrong in Italy, the 
Bylhop thought his own ſtate to be his ſo log as 
it pleaſed the Emperour to let him haue tt:x ther⸗ 
foe if Parma were not left an entry foz Fraunce 
to come into Italy, he might ouerſoone be ſhnt vp 
in pꝛeſent miſerie when all outward ayde ſhould 
be ſhut out from him. 

The Popes counſel was that Octauio ſhould 
put him ſelfe vnder the French kynges protection 
whom hee znew would molt willingly receiue 
Him:Parma lying fo fit foꝛ the French kyng, when 

| pon the enterpꝛice of Millan. 
This practiſe of the Pope Monſieur de Thermes 
the French kynges Imbaſſadours dyd vtter be- 
fore the conſiſtozie of Cardinals at Rome: pꝛo⸗ 
uing that the Pope, not the kyng his maſter was 
the occaſion of that warre.

when O&auio with the whole houſe of Far- 

neſia betamethus Frẽch, the Emperour more fea- 

ryng the ſtate of Millan then lamentyng the = 
5 0 
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of Octauio perſuaded on his ſide the Byſhop of 
Rome torequire Parma as the Churches right, ⁊ 
to puniſh Octauio as the Churches rebell, pꝛomi⸗ 


ſing that he him ſelfe as an obedient ſonne of the 
Church would ſtretch out his arme and open his 
purſe in that recouery ot the Churches right: ne⸗ 
uertheles the Byſhop muſt beare the name of the 
warre becauſe hee might not bꝛeake peace with 
Fraunce. Thus ꝛinces openly cõtenãcing quiet⸗ 
nes dc pꝛiuily bꝛewyng debate although they got 
others to bꝛoch it, yet God commõly luffreth the 
ſelues to dꝛinke moſt of the miſery thereof in the 
end. The Byſhop ſeyng that he muſt either be⸗ 
gyn the miſchief oꝛ els it would not on ſo faſt as 
he wiſhed to haue it, ſet luſtely vpon it: and firſt 
cited Octauio , after excommunicated him, and 
ſhoꝛtly after beſieged Parma ayded both with mẽ 
and money by the Emperour ; which thyng the 


French kyng began to ſtomach, thinckyng that 5 Bench v 
Emperour dyd offer him both wong Fx diſhonoz Fraunce. 


in not luffring him beyng akyng to helpe a pooze 
man that fled to his ayde , And thus theſe two 
zinces firſt helpyng others began by litle and 
itle to fall out them ſelues. And that the Pope 
dyd ſet theſe two Pꝛinces together, a Paſquill 
made at Rome and ſent to this Court doth well 
declare. And ſeyng that you ſo well vnderſtand 
the Italian toung and that ik it were turned into 
Engliſh it would leeſe the whole grace therof, J 
will recite it in the toung that it was made in.

A Auguſta euer bare the Emperour in hand that 
ſuch rumoꝛs of war were rayſed of diſpleaſure a 
that his maſter intended nothyng ſo much as the 
continuance of amitie,yea this he durſt do, when 
many in þ Emperours court knew that the war 
was already pꝛoclaimed in Fraunce. 

The Emperour blinded with the ouer good 
opinion ot his own wiſedome, likyng onely what 
him ſelfe liſted, and contemnyng eaſely all aduiſe 
ok others ( which ſelfe will condition doth com⸗ 
monly follow, and as commonly doth hurt all 
Fun wittes ) dyd not onely at this tyme ſuffer 

im ſelfe thus to be abuſed : but alſo afterward 
more craftely by the Pope foꝛ the continuaunce 
of warre at Parma, # moze boldly by Duke Mau- 
rice foz his repayꝛe to Inſpruke, and not the leaſt 
of all, now lately at Metz by ſomeof his owne 
counſellours fox the recouery of that towne. . 
But Punccsand great perſonages whiche 

will heare but what and whom they liſt, at the 
length fayle when they would not, and common⸗ 
ly blame whom they ſhould not: But it is well 
done that as great men may by authozitie con- 
temne the good aduiſe of others: ſo God doth pꝛo⸗ 
uide by right iudgement that they haue leaue in 
the ende to beare both the loſſe and ſhame therof 
them ſe lues.

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Thus ye lee how the Hope was both the 
brewer and bꝛocher and alſo bzinger of ill lucke 
to both theſe Princes, and as it came wel to paſſe 
dꝛanke well o it him ſelfe both with erpences of 
great treatures, and with the loſſe of many lyues 
and ſpecially of two noble gentlemen, the Pꝛince 
ot Macedonia ſt Il Scigh. Gionan Baptiſta di Monte 
his owne nephew: but the Popes care was nei⸗ 
ther of money noꝛ men, ſo that he might fet the 
two Pꝛinees ſurely together. And therfoze was 
not onely content(as a man might ſay) to haſard 
rinces erter tporee's freſher gantz let alp cus 

Dunces: ct kreſhe let alto eu 
Bo Mirandula on a bye chaunce that miſchief e⸗ 
nough might come together. 

When thePtinces were well in and the one 
ſo luſty with good lucke that hee had noluſt to 
leaue,and the other ſo chafed with leeſyng , that 
ſtill he would venture. Beſides their playing in 

oꝛte for the Pope at Parma and Mirandula, they 

l toit a good them ſelues in Piemoũt, Loraigne, 
Flaunders and Picardy, the French byngrobbynig 
by Seaand ſpoylingby land, with calling in the 
Turke , and ſturryng bp all Pꝛinces and ſtates 
that had any occaſton to beate any grudge fo the 
Emperour. Ok all theit neighbeurs onely our no⸗ 
ble kyng, and the wiſe ſenate of Venize would be 
lookers on. 4 
And when the Pope ſaw they were ſo hote 
at it as he well knew as the one would not ſtart 
in lo great good lucke: ſo y other could not leaue 
by ſo much ſhame ol loſſe. And „ 
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Him good td ſee them cope ſo luſtely together: ne⸗ 
nertheles he thought it ſcarce his ſurety that they 
ſhould play ſo nere his elbow ſo earneſtly, leaſt if 
they fell to farre out and the one ſhould winne to 
much of the other, then he peraduenture would 
compell at length the Pope him ſelfe which begã 
the play to kepe him ſpot afterward foꝛ that that 
he had in Italy. Ind therfoze very craftely he gat 
them to play in an other plate, and tooke vp the abe po- 
game foꝛ Parma and Mirandula taking truce with n.“ 
Fraunce foxcertaine yeares, and bad them make 
what ſpozt they would farther of in Loraigne # 
Picardy. And that there ſhould lacke neither iniu⸗ 
rie noꝛ ſpite in the Popes doynges, whẽ the Em- 
perour ſaw that whether hee would oꝛ no, the 
— needes fall in with Fraunce, then he 
dthe Pope that ſuch baſtilians and foztes 
of fence as were made about Mirandula when it 
was beſieged might either be deliuered to hys 
mens handes oꝛ els defaced that the Frenchmen 
might not haue them, which requeſt was very 
reaſonable ſeyng the Emperour had bene at all 
the charge in makyng ol them: But they were 
neither deliuered noꝛ defaced, noꝛ left indifferet, 
but lo put into the French mens handes, that Mi- 
randula now is made very ſtrong to the French 
— ng Emperours money. and the Popes 
This fact was very wꝛongfull of the Pope 
fo: the deede: but mote ſpitetull foꝛ the tyme: fo2 
euen when Duke Maurice had wonne Auguſta, 


euen then the Pope gaue vp the ſiege of Miran- 
| ; | ; D. j. dula 
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dula and fell in with Fraunce that care enough! 
might come vppon the Emperour together both 
out of Germany, and out of Italy at once. And euẽ 
this day. 25. June. 15 5 3, when J was wꝛityng 
this place, commeth newes to Bruxclls , that the 
Pope hath of new played with the Emperour 
mote foule play at Siena, then he dyd befoze at Mi- 
randula: Foꝛ wh the Emperour had bene at paf- 
ſing charges in kepyng a great hoſt, fo the reco⸗ 
uery of Siena from December laſt vnto June:the 
Hope would needes become ſtickler in that mat⸗ 
ter betwene the Emperour, the French kyng and 
Siena pꝛomiſing ſuch conditions to all, as neither 
of the Pꝛinces ſhould loſe honour and yet Siena 
ſhould haue had liberties . The Emperour good 
man yet agayne truſtyng him whoſo ſpightkully 
had deceaued hym befoze Diſmiſſed hys hoſte, 
which done Siena was left ſtill in the French mes 
hades: who therby haue ſuch opoꝛtunitie to foꝛti⸗ 
tie it, as ꝰ Emperoz is not like by foꝛce to recouer 
tit Piramus Secretary to Emperoꝛ told this tale 
to Sy2 Phillip Hobby # the Byſhop of Meſtmin⸗ 
ſter openly at y table: which Piramus is a Papiſt 
foz his life: x beyng aſked how he could excuſe the 
Popes bnkyndnes agaynſt;his maſter ) Empe- 
rour': Hee aunſwered ſmilyng lulius tercius ig a 
knaue but » Pope is an honeſt mi, which ſaying 
is com9 in this court. And although they wil vn⸗ 
derſtãd both p ſpight ofþ pope , c y ſhame of their 
maſter, pet are they cõtent ſtil to ſpeake of þ pope 
though he neuertheles ſtill do ill top Emperour. 
And thus to returne to my purpoſe how the Pope ſet the 
two Pzinces together, g ſhiſt his owne necke a while —— of

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the halter, leauyng moſt vnfrendly the Empcrour when he 
was fartheſt bchynd hand: and how Octauio fez feare of 
Gonzaga, and vnkyndnes of the Emperour fell with all 
bys famely to be French, à haue bzicfly paſſed ouer fo; the

Ie Emperour beyng thus ſet vpon by the Turke end 

Fraunce with open warre, and troubled by the houſe 
of Ferneſia with ſo ſoddeyne bzeaches , and moſt of all en⸗ 
tombꝛed with the feare of the ſturres in Germany which 
ſecretly were then in wozkyng : the Pzince of Salerne alſg 
declarcdhym ſelfe an open enemp. 
This Pꝛince in this court is much beloued fo his getle- 
nes and openly pꝛapſed foz his wiſcdome, q greatip lamen⸗ 
ted foz his foꝛtune, who befoze tyme hath done ſo god and 
fapthfull ſeruice tothe Emperour: that J haue heard ſome 
in this Court ſap, which loue the Emperour well ano ſerue 
him in god place, that their maſter hath done the P2ince ſo 
much w2ong,as he could do no leſſe then he dyd: who being 
ſo vniuſtly hadled by his enemies, the Uicerop of Naples, 
and ſo vnkyndly dealt with all by hys maſter ß Emperour, 
was dꝛiuen by neceſſitie to ſceeke an vnlawfull ſhift, 

The Uiceroy Don Pietro de Toledo vncle to þ 


Duke ol Alua,afather in law to y duke of Florẽce 
bled him ſelfe with much cruelty ouer þ people of 
Naples by eractions of money without meaſure, 
by Inquiſition of mens doyngs without ozder, x 
notonely of mens doynges , but alſo of mes out- 
ward lookyngs,x inward thinkynges, bling the 
leaſt ſuſpicion foz a ſufficiẽt witnes to ſpoyle#to 
kill who ſoeuer he lyſted. Mẽ that had ſutes vnto 
him, had as leue bene away with the loſſe of their 
right, as haue come to his pꝛeſence to abyde his 
lokeg it taũts: And ( as J heard a wile gettema of 
Italy ſap) he gaue audiẽce in — tyme | 8 
J. 
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he may eaſlyer in this Court ſpeake with Monſi- 
eut d Arras then he could in Naples with the Uice 
roycs Porter. And commõly he would not heare 
them whileſt an hundzed ſuters ſhould come at 
onte, and then the Poꝛter let them in by one and 
by one euen as he fauoured not as the matter re⸗ 
quired,commaiidyng them to be ſhozt oꝛ els they 
ſhould come ſhoꝛt in the next tyme . And ſo mens 
ſutes were pulled fr cõmon law to pꝛiuate will, 
X were heard not in place open to Juſtice but in 
iuate Parlozs ſhit vp to all that came not in by 
ur oz money. And therfoꝛe indgements were 
allotted not as law appointed, but as the Uice- 
roy liſted. This fault (Cicero ſayth ) vndyd Cæſar 
who dꝛew the commõ law into his own houle, x 
ſo in hauing other mẽs goods loſt all mẽs hartes 
and not long after his owne lyfe: foꝛ euen thoſe 
that dyd helpe him plucke down Pompey, dyd afs 
ter kill him fox pulling downe the lawes: So we 
ſee that Pꝛinces not in gatheryng much money, 
noz in bearing ouer great ſwinge but in rar of 


frendes# good lawes lyue molt merely a ra 
moſt ſurely. But ſuch as gape alwayes fo2 other 
mens goods cõmõly neuer enioy y fruite of their 
owne: foʒ they neuer ceaſe to win by w20g till at 
length they lecſe by right goodes lyfe t all. And 
thertoze it is notable p Dion. in Plato watteth to 
Dioniſius þ tyꝛaũt, how Euripides in euery trage- 
dy bzingeth fo2 ſome great vice one oz other great 
Pzince to ruine ⁊ pet not one doth cõplaine thus: 
Out out alas alas, I dye for lacke of goodes. 


But euery one ſingeth this ſong;

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ut qutalas alas, dye forlicke of frendes. 
ma Punke that will take mes goods when 
he liſteth without oꝛder ſhall want mens hartes 
whe he needeth wout pitt? : but in haupng their 
hartes be all neuer lache their goodes as the 
| |  Cirus e rich kyng Cræſus. 
dt the peoples hartes the next way is 
to be gentle to euery one, iuſt to all and liberall to 
many and eſpectally to ſuch as either by ercellen- 
cy of wit oꝛ good will in true ſeruice do well de- 
ſerue it. Allo to let his chickeſt toy not in pꝛiuate 
pleaſure like Sardanapalus , but in comms wealth 
as we haue example of Titus Veſpaſianus : and to 
thinke his treaſure greateſt, not when his coffers 
befulleſt as Cræſus dyd , but when his ſubiectes 
be richeſt as Cyrus dyd a that though hys wiſe⸗ 
dome and care as all pꝛayſe woꝛthy pꝛinces haue 
euer hetherto done. And what will the people rẽ⸗ 
der agayn to ſuch a Pꝛince:à ſmallſubſidy, with 
a great grudge? no, but their whole hartes to 
loue him:their whole goodes to ayde hym: theyꝛ 
handes ready to defende hm, and theyꝛ lyues as 
ready to dye foꝛ hym when ſoeuer he ſhall haue 
neede. A Pꝛince that thus doth lyue and thus is 
loued at home map be enuyed with much p2ayſe, 
and hated with ſmal hurte of any power abꝛoad. 
And therkoꝛe haue J heard wiſemen diſcom⸗ 
mend the gonernement in Fraunce in makyng 


theyꝛ people almoſt ſlaues, and from thence aco- , = 
mon ſaying ol ſome in England, that would Saas 
haue the people neither witty noꝛ wealthy when wi. 
wit is the meare gift ot & O D: So that to with 


D. ui. men 
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men leſſe wit that haue it, is to count God fcarſe 
wiſe that gaue it. And wealth of the people as 
Scripture ſayth:is the glozy of a ꝛince, and ſu⸗ 
rety of hys raigne. But ſuſpition in all gouerning 
bꝛeedeth ſuch ſayinges , when wꝛong doth beare 
ſuch ſwynge,as ill conſcience Doth alwayes wiſh 
that men ſhould lacke either wit to perceaue 03 
habilitie to amende what ſoeuer is done amiſſe. 
But God ſend ſuch Achitophels better ende then 
their counſels doth deſerue which would ſene 
wile by other mens folly, and would be rich by o⸗ 
To returne to the Uiceroy of Naples the com⸗ 
mon opinion ot thoſe in this Court which haue 
pꝛiuate cauſe to ſay wel on him do ſpeake it bold⸗ 
ly and openly , that he was ſuch a one as neuer 
could content his couetouſnes wich money, noz 
neuer ſatiſfie his crueltie with blond: And ſo by 
this foule mcane many gentlemẽ in Naples haue 
loſt ſome theyꝛ liues but moe they liuynges, and 
almoſt all they libertie. And there be at this day 
as men ſay here that know it a good ſoꝛʒt of thou⸗ 
landes Neapolitanes, named Forienſuti, who be⸗ 
yng ſpoyled at home by violence, robbe other a⸗ 
bꝛoad foʒ neede, which comber ſo the paſſage be⸗ 
twirt Rome and Naples, as no man Departeth 
commonly from Rome without company which 
commeth to Naples without robbyng. TT 
The whole body ofthe kyngdome of Naples 
was ſo diſtempered in wardly with this miſoz- 
der, with a litle outward occaſion it would eaſe- 
ly haue burſt fozth into a foule ſoze. I leſſe — 
er 
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ter then the raniſhyng of Lucrece, A meafter ayde 
then the helpe of Brutus, was thought ſufficient 
to haue ſtirred vp this in ward grudge to open 
reuenge. But ſee how God pꝛouided toꝛ the Em⸗ 
perour and the qupet ot that kingdome:Foz God 
in takyng away one Spanyard hath made Naples 
now mozeſtrong, then if the Emperour had ſet 
xx. thouſand ofthe beſt in Spayne there: foꝛ euen 
this laſt Lent.1553.Don Pietro di Toledo dyed at 
Florence by whoſe goyng away mens hartes in 
Naples beſo come agayne to the Emperour,as he 
ſhallnow haue leſſe neede either to care foz the 
fyne fetches of Fraunce, oz to feare the great pow⸗ 
er of the Turke. A gentleman ofthis Court a true 
ſeruaunt to the Emperourſayd merely in a com⸗ 
pany where J was, that his maſter the Empe⸗ 
rour had won mote in Naples by the death of the 
Viceroy, then he had loſt in Lorraigne by the foꝛ⸗ 
vng ok Metz. 

But to my purpoſe not many yeares agoe di⸗ 
uers in Naples made their cõplaint to the Pꝛince 
of Salerne of their griefes , who was thought 
would be moſt willyng foꝛ his good nature, and 
beſt able foz his authoꝛitie to ſeeke ſome remedie 
foz them by way ok interceſſiõ to the Emperour. 
The pꝛince beyng here at Bruxcls humbly be⸗ 
ſought hys Maieſtie to pitie the miſerie of hys 
pooʒe ſubiectes: who by this ſute gat of the Em⸗ 
perour fo2 hys cliantes, wozdes without hope: 
andof the Uiceroy foꝛ him ſelfe hatred without 
ende. The Punce pet alwayes bare hym ſelfe 
ſo wilely, that he could E gg ſome 2 
I Ut . E 
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be thꝛuſt do wne openly : and ridyng on his iour⸗ 


ney he was once ſhot with a dagge ſecreti . 


Thus he ſeyng no ende of düpleaſure in the 
Vi ceroy no hope of remedy in the Emperour, 
when he ſaw the Turke on the Sea, the French 
kyng in the field, Duke Maurice and the Mar- 
ches vp, and a good part of Italy either riſen, oꝛ 
ready to riſe, thinkyng the tyme come of they 
molt hope foꝛ helpe by the Pꝛinces, and ok leaſt 
feare of puniſhment by the Emperour, came foꝛth 
to play his part alſo amongeſt the reſt: who whe 
flying firſt to the French kyng and after by hys 
tounſell as it is ſayd to the Turke, is compelled to 
venture vppon many hard foꝛtunes .

But luch Pun⸗ 
ces that carynothyng cls but the name of bea- 
ring vp Gods word , deſerue the ſame pꝛayſe and 
the ſame end that that Punce dyd, who ſemed ſo 
ready to beare vp » Arke ofthe Loꝛd, ⁊yet other⸗ 
wiſe purſued Gods true Pꝛophetes à his word. 
Agayne how much the French kyng cared foꝛ 
the libertie of Germany he well declared in ſtea⸗ 
lyng away ſo vnhonoꝛably from the Empire the 
Citie ot Merz . But he thinckyng to abuſe Duke 
Maurice fot his ambitious purpole, in very deede 
#inthe end Duke Maurice vſed him as he ſhould: 
for firſt he made him pay well foz ÿ whole warres 
in Germany as it is ſayd, 200000. crownes a 
moneth: And after when the French kyng fell to 
catching of Cities, duke Maurice tendꝛyng y ſtate 
of his countrey bꝛake of with hym , and began to 
parle w the good kyng ofRomancs at Luiz, which 
thyng whe the Frech kyng heard came within ij. 
miles of the Rhene, he ſtraight way hyed moꝛe 
haſtly x with moꝛe diſoꝛder, foꝛ all his great haſt, 
out of Germany, as they ſay that were there, then 
the Emperour being ſicke without company and 
pꝛeſſed by his enemy dyd go from Iburg. 
And ſee how nobly Duke Maurice did which 
fox ᷣ lone ot his coũtrey, durſt fall from the Frech 


kyng befoze he atchicued any thyng agaynſt the 

Emperour. And rather thẽ Germany ſhould leeſe 

her Cities ſo by the French Ct be had * yak

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ſard , both the leeſing of his enterpꝛice, a alſo the 
leauyng ofhys father in law ſtill in pziſon with 
the Emperour.But as he had wit to take money 
plẽty ofthe French kyng:ſohad he wit alſo to fur⸗ 
niſh him ſelfe ſo frõ home as he durſt firlt fall out 
with the French kyng, a durſt alſo aſtertoſet vpd 
the Emperour till he had bzought his honeſt pur⸗ 
poſe to paſſe ; Fox there is not almoſt any in this 
Court but they will ſay duke Maurice did honeſt- 
ly in delinexing his father by ſtrong hand, which 
befoze left no fayze meane vnpꝛoued to do that 
humbly by entreaty, which after, was cõpelled to 
bꝛyng to paſſe ſtoutly by foꝛce. And J pꝛay you 
firſt marke well what he did and then iudge tru⸗ 
ly i any thing was done that he ought not to do. 
Fox firſt he him ſelfe with p Marches of Bra- 
denburge moſt humbly by pꝛiuate ſute laboured 
foz the Lanſgraues deltuery offring to the Empe⸗ 
rour, pzincely offers, and not to be refuſed : as a 
huge ſumme ot money: a fayꝛe quantitie of great 
Duke OzdDinaunce,certaine holdes of his, ſome to be de⸗ 
ee oor orvgon ns 
Liferaues Nall pledges o t houſes foz hys goo 
peluery. rautice allthereſidue ofhis life. 
After whe this ſute was not regarded they as 
gaine pꝛocured all y Pzinces ſtates of Germany 
n 8. to be hũble 
interceſſoꝛs foꝛ him o ngpl coditions 
rehearſed befoze addyng this moꝛe to become ſu⸗ 
reties them ſelues in any bande to his Maieſtie 
foꝛ his due obedience foz tyme to come. 
Thirdly by the Pꝛinte of Spayne Duke Mau- 
. NICE 
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rice neuer left to entreat » Emperour,yea he wag 
ſo caretull of matter, that his Ambaſſadoꝛs fols 
lowed the Pꝛinte euen to his ſhipping at Genoa: 
who had ſpokẽ oft? pꝛeſently befoze, + wꝛote ear⸗ 
neſtly fro thence to his father foz y Lanſgraues des 
liuery,*it would not be. And wiſe mẽ may ſay it 
was not p wileſt deede that euer þ Emperoꝛ did, 
to wo » pꝛince this ſute:foꝛ if Pꝛince had bene 
made 5ᷣ deliuerer of 5; ij. — out of captiuity, 
he had won therby ſuch fauoz in all Germany, ag 
Wout all doubt he had bene made coadiutoꝛ v6 the 
k. of Romaines his vncle, Ind afterwardy Empe⸗ 
ro2 , Which thing was luſtly denyed to ÿ Empe⸗ 
ro2 by the Electoꝛs, though he laboured in} mat⸗ 
ter ſo ſoze as he neuer dyd in any other befoze. 

Fourthly this laſt yeare a litle befoꝛe the open 
warres duke Maurice pzocured once agayne, not 
onely all þ Pꝛinces and free Eſtates ot Germany, 
but alſo the kyng of Romaines Ferdinand, Maximi- 
lian his ſonne king of Boeme, the kyng of Pole, the 
kyng of Dẽmarke the king of Sweden, to ſend alſo 
their Ambaſſadoꝛs foꝛ this ſuite , ſo that at once 
xxiiij. Imbaſſadours came befoꝛe the Emperour 
together at Inſburge . To whom whe the Empe- 
rour had genen very fayze woꝛdes in effect cocer- 
nyng a double meanyng aunfwere, # that was 
this: That it did him good to ſee ſo noble an Am⸗ 
baſfage at once. Ind therfoꝛe ſo many Pꝛinces 
ould well vnderſtand p he would make a good 
accompt of their ſute. Neuertheles becauſe duke 
Maurice was the chiefeſt partie herein he would 


with ſpeede ſend foz him, and vic his head foz th 
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better endyng of this matter. But Duke Maurice 
feyng that all theſe Ambaſſadoꝛs wet home with 
out him, and that the matter was referred to his 
pꝛeſeut talke who wag neuer heard inthe mat⸗ 
ter before , he wiſely met with this double mea- 
ning aunſwere ofthe Emperours with a double 
meanyng rep/ica agayne: foꝛ he pꝛomiſed the Em⸗ 
perour to come, and at laſt in deede came ſo haſt⸗ 
ly aud ſo hotely as the Emperour could not a⸗ 
bide the heat of his bzeath: Foꝛ when duke Mau- 
rice ſaw that all humble ſutes, all quiet meanes 
were ſpent in vayne, a had to beare him iuſt wit⸗ 
nes therin all y Pzinces of Germany: Firſt with 
cloſe pollicie , after open power both wittely and 
ſtoutly , he atchieued moꝛe by fozce then he requi⸗ 
red by ſuite : Foz the Emperour was glad tocon- 
diſcend (which ſurely in an extreme aduerſitte 
was done like a wife Prince) without money, 
without artillery , without defacyng of Holdes, 
wout receinyngof pledges , to ſend the Lanſgraue 
home, honoꝛably accopanied with (at the Empe⸗ 
roꝛs charges the nobilitie of Brabant @ Flaunders. 

This laſt day J dined with the Ambaſſadour 
of Venice in cõpanꝝ of many wile heades, where 
duke Maurice was greatly pꝛayſed of ſome foz his 
wit: of other foꝛ » execution ofhis purpoſes. ell 
ſaytha luſty Italian Pꝛieſt, I can not much pꝛayſe 
his wit, which might haue had the Emperour in 
his handes a would not. Loe ſuch be theſe Machi- 
aucls heades, who thincke no mã to haue ſo much 
wit as he ſhould, except he do moze miſchiek then 
he neede. But Duke Maurice e no 
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harme to the Emperour,but good to his father in 


law, obtainyng » one purſued not the other. Pea 
F know it to be moſt true whẽ we fled from Inſ 
burg ſo haſtly, Duke Maurice ſent a poſt to þ good 
kyng of Romanes, bad him will the Emperoꝛ to 
make no ſuch ſpeede foꝛ he purpoſed not to hurt 
his perſon: but to helpe his frend, whereupon the 
Diet at Paſſo immediatly folowed. 

FJ comend rather the iudgement of ohn Bap- 
tiſt Gaſcaldo, the Emperours man and » kyng of 
Romanes generall in Hungary, who is not wont 
toſay better, oz lone any ma more then he ſhould 
ſpecially Germaines,# namely Pꝛoteſtantes. And 
yet this laſt winter He wꝛote to the Emperour 
thathehad marked Duke Maurice well in all hts 
doynges agaynſt the Turke , and of all men that 
euer he had ſene,hehad a head to forecaſt the beſt 
with pollicie and wit, and a hart to ſet vppon it 
with courage and ſpeed; x alſo adiſcreſſio to ſtay 
molt wiſely vpon the very pꝛicke of aduauntage. 
Marches Marignan told ſome in this Court 
koure peares ago that Duke Maurice ſhould be⸗ 
tome the greateſt enemy to the Emperour that e⸗ 
uer the Emperour had: which thing he iudged J 
belene ) not ot any troubleſome nature which he 
ſaw in Duke Maurice, but of the great wꝛonges 
that were done to Duke Maurice, knowyng that 
he had both wit to perceiue them quietly and al⸗ 
ſoa courage not to beare them ouer long. 

Some other in this court that loued not duke- 
Maurice, #hauyngno hurt to do him by power, 
went adont to ſay him ſome foꝛ ſpight # therfoze 

III J. iii. wrote 
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tiſt Gaſ- 
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wrote thele two ſpightfull verſes agaynſt him, 


Inzurtham Mauricus prodit Mauricius ultra, 
Ilenricum, Patruum, Socerum, cum Ceſare,Gallum. 


He that gaue me this verſe added thereunto 
this his iudgement, weil ( ſayth He) he that could 
finde in his hart to betray his frend Duke Henry 
of Brunſwicke, his nigh kinſman Duke Fredericke, 
his father in law the Lanſgraue, his ſoueraigne 
Lom the Emperour , his confederate the French 
kyng, bꝛeakyng all bondes ol frendſhyp, nature, 
law, obediẽce, and othe, ſhall beſides all theſe, de⸗ 
ceaue all men it at length he do not deceaue hym 
ſelfe. This verſe and | 
of ſpight , the other ſpoken of diſpleaſure be here 
commended as men be affectioned. Foꝛ any part 
as J can not accuſe him fo all: ſo will J not ex⸗ 
cuſe him foꝛ part. And pet ſince J came to this 

Duke Mau Court J ſhould do him wꝛong if J did not cõfeſſe 
rice, » that which as wile heades as be in this Court 
haue iudged on him, euen thoſe that foꝛ countrey 

e Religion were not his frendes, that is, to haue 
ſhewed him ſelte in all theſe aTayzes betwirt the 
Emperour and him: firſt, humble in intreatyng, 


woꝛkyng, fearce to tozeſee by open warre, ready 
to parle foꝛ common peace, wiſe in choyſe ot con⸗ 
ditions, and iuſt in perkoꝛmyng or conenaunts. 
And J know he offended the Emperour bes 
pond all remedy of amẽdes: So would J be loth 
to ſee as J haue once ſene, his Maieſtie fall ſoa⸗ 
gayne into any enempes handes; Nt 6 
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is ſentence , the one made 


diligent in purſuyng, witty in purpoſing, ſecret in 


= 
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ture leſſe gentlenes would be found in him then 
was found in Duke Maurice, who when he was 
moſt able to hurt , was moſt ready to hold hys 
had and that agaynſt ſuch an enemy, as he knew 
well would neuer loue him, and ſhould alwayes 
be ol moſt power to reuenge. If Duke Maurice 
had had a Machiauels head oꝛ a cowardes hart, he 
would haue woꝛne a bloudyer ſwoꝛd the he did, 
which he neuer dꝛew out in all theſe ſturres, but 
once at þ Cluce #$ was to ſaue 5 Emperoꝛs me. 
i Hetherto J haue followed the oꝛder of per⸗ 
ſons which hath cauſed me ſomewhat to miſoꝛ⸗ 
der both tyme d matter, vet where diuers great 
affaires tome together, a man ſhall wꝛite confu⸗ 
ſedly foz the matter, vnpleaſantly fox h̊ reader, il 
he vle not ſuch an apt kinde of partitiõ as y mat⸗ 
ter will beſt affourde, which thyng ( Plato ſayth) 
who cã not do, ᷣnoweth not how to wꝛite. Here- 
in Herodotus deſerueth in myne opinion a great 
deale moꝛe pꝛayſe then Thucidides, although he 
wꝛote of a matter moꝛe tonfuſed foꝛ places, time, 


and perſons, then the other did. 
n this point alſo Appianus Alexandrinus is

commendable , and not by chaunce but by 
ſkil doth follow this oꝛder, declaryng in his Pꝛo⸗ 
logue iuſt cauſes why he ſhould do ſo. Dur wzi- 
ters in later tyme , both in Latin # other tounges 
commonly confound to many matters together, 
and ſo wꝛite well or no one. But ſee maſter Aſtley 
I thincking to be in ſome pꝛeſent talke with you, 
after our old wont do ſeeme to foꝛget both my 
. elfe and my purpoſe. iy 
J.iiij. Foz 
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Foꝛthe reſt that is behind J will vſe a grole a 
homely kind ot talke with you:foꝛ J will now as 
it were cary you, out of England with me, a will 
lead pou the ſame way that J went euen to the 
Emperours Court beyng at Auguſta. au. 1550. 
And J will let vou fee in what cafe it ſtode, and 
what thyngs were in doyng when we tame firſt 
thether. After J wil cary you and that a pace, be⸗ 
cauſe the chiefeſt matters be thꝛoughly touched 
in this my foꝛm̃er booke, though the greateſt af- 
faires of ij.peares in this Court. Net in oꝛder till 
we haue bzought Duke Maurice (as I pꝛomiſed 
you) to ioyne with Marches Albert in beſiegyng 
Auguſta. And the becauſe pꝛiuy practiſes bꝛaſt out 
into open ſturres J might better marke thynges 


dayly then J could befoze. And ſa we will depart 


with the Emperour from Inſ burg, and ſee dayly 
what chaunces were wꝛought by feare and hope 


in this Court till hys Maieſtie left the ſiege ol 


Met, and came dowue hether to Bruxels: where 
then all things were ſhut vp into ſecret pꝛactiſes 
till laſtlyof all, they bzake foꝛth into new mil⸗ 
chiefes, betwirt the Emperour and Fraunce 

in Picardy, + alſo betwirt Duke Maurice, 
and the Marches in hyghe Germany 
which thynges J truſt ſome other 
hall marke and deſcribe a great 
deale better then J am 
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
